Veteran Showman Passes Away in 


Oshkosh, Wis., After Long Iliness 


Oshkosh, Wis., Nov. 10.—The legion 
of friends of John E,. Williams, the 
veteran Showman, will be grieved to 
learn of his death in the Lakeside 
Hospital here Thursday morning.

The deceased was born on a farm 
west of Oshkosh September 24, 1854,

I was born amid great excitement and anticipation;

Was I press agented and acclaimed, 
But the Public damned me. 
The Public is knitting and economizing 
And had neither time nor money

The foregoing was inspired by a very indigo interview given out by Mare 
Klaw the other day after a meeting of the United Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation. 

It is generally conceded that something drastic must be done, and with- 
out much delay, concerning the alarming drop in theater attendance which 
has followed the November tax rate on tickets. 

There is talk of chopping actors’ salaries, but that has not yet reached a 
head—this to be a point for discussion at another meeting to be held soon by 
the managers. 

Things have reached the unhappy state where recently a male star used 
to attracting good business, even when playing in mediocre vehicles, went to 
the box office at 6 p.m. on the evening of his opening to find that the advance 
sales amounted to $7. A popular actress’ first performance had no advance 
sale whatever up till 4 p.m. of her opening night. Theaters which normally 
take in from $7,000 to $9,000 are fighting to get $2,000 and $3,000 per week. 

Various explanations have war at the core, Liberty Bonds are being paid 
for with money ordinarily spent in theater entertainment, numbers of people 
have cut their theater going on account of the advanced price of necessities 
and people with relatives at the front are psychologically opposed to the 
frivolity of theaters. 

After an appreciable number of wounded are returned for convalescence 
managers expect the same thing to happen to New York theatricals as has 
happened in London, a sudden spurt of reaction, with both the soldiers and 
their families seeking the theaters for relaxation. 


It’s been quite a question—whether the Great White Way is a national 
extravagance or not. If it eats up coal that is needed elsewhere, it is; if it 
does not, it has a right to be if for no other reason than to keep the Center 
of the World cheerful. 

Somebody has had himself published as saying that if the power which 
goes into the electric signs on Broadway were not so used it would go to 
waste. There seems to be no doubt, however, that the lights will be 
dimmed. Fuel Administrator Garfield has a bill on his desk—perhaps signed 
by the time this reaches print—fixing the date for the snuffer to be clapped on. 

Small shopkeepers’ signs are not to be affected, but large, pretentious 
and unnecessary signs of abstract rather than concrete and immediate ad- 
vertising value, which are fed by coal and coke, come under the hammer. 

What a tragedy if Broadway should be forced to light itself by its own 
street corner lamps! There are five globes on each diagonal corner.

Chicago, Nov. 12.—A bill that hit the high 
spots of merit often enough to make liberal ap- 
plause the rule came to the Palace today.

There are upques 
tiopably agents in the business who are s0 
incompetent that the money they get is al! 
they are worth, but there is no reason why 
their ability should figure in the fixing of a 
wage scale. Of all the men ahead of bur 
lesque shows there are not ten well-paid agents 
The average agent today can bot begin ty 
live on his salary if be is a married man. He 
is face to face with a struggle from week to 
week that is bopeless during his active season 
and he is forced, in a long summer rest, to 
scramble for a living as best he can, 
* Burlesque producers are making money, and 
when Christmas comes around it would be a 
good time for them to tap the keg which con 
tains the milk of human kindocss and dv 4 
ttle semething fer the agent. If the agent 
is worth baving at all be is, ‘In nine cases out 
of ten, worth considerable more money than 
he i« getting. No producer will go broke this 
season by loosening up a little bit for the 
benefit of the man ahead.

POPULARIZATION FIELD 


Promises Eventually To Become 
Only Medium Thru Which 
Music Can Be Put Into 


Homes 


The song popularization field is ever nerrow- 
ing. If the fnture may be judged by the 
present and past. the time will soon be here, 
if, indeed, it bes not already arrived, when 
the performer on the regulation vandeville 
ctecuits end the small meesure of comfort thet 
publishers may gleam from counter boosts of 
numbers that are net populeriz-d directly os 
the stage will be the only means of bringing 
music into the homes, 


Who thet hes known the yesterday of a few 
short years ago will ever forget it? The mild 
and teme cabaret of today hes come under the 
eye of the law as objectionable and this find- 
ing must bring a fiitter of a smile to thase 
whe knew the cabaret of yesterday with its 
mether-world beckground, 


We hold no brief for the dead and gone 
days of vice. That they deserved to meet the 
twilight of conditions calculated to protect 
the 


virginity of our maidens and purity of our 
homes can not be gainsaid zut, ah, what a 
wealth of memory lies In reflecting upon that 
yesterday! 

“Lives there a man With soul 
‘an net remember when, 
other gay ativenturers, he paraded thru those 
@istricts of large cities which are now no 
more, where populer strains of songs beckoned 
him to ‘‘come on in here, come on im here’’ (sung 
to the strains of a then popular song, the in- 
itial chorus lines of which phrased pretty mroch 
lite the Invitation’). 

This invitation was delivered by the “enter- 
taimer,”” who worked unceasingly near the 
plano manipulated by the “professor,” both 
necessary adjuncts of the new dead nether- 
world. 

Here and there q string quartet, usually con- 
sisting of remarkably nimble colored folks, who 
played current popular airs with ease despite 
the fact that none of the members read a line 
of printed music, wafted its music outside the 
doors of the etained glass refuge of vice in 
gaudy array, in a most appealing manner. 
Where human voices did not lure, mechanical 
pianos that preceded the era of the phono- 
graph rasped forth the hits of the day in a 
mechanical, yet most inviting manner, 

Upon passing thru the intervening portals 
one beard the tireless ‘‘entertainers’’ of both 
fexzes deliver popular songs in a manner now 
deemed quite correct for the Palace theaters 
in New York or Chicago, but far too naughty 
for the eaberet or its more questionable pre- 
decessor. What wonderful simgles, duos, trios 
ahd quartets were heard. Such singing, in its 
sprightly spirit. is now beard only in vaude- 
ville, where some of the ‘‘entertainers’’ of our 
naughty yesterday still hold forth, now re- 
ceirimg big time salaries, and, perbaps, suc- 
ceeding in forgetting the days when they chose 
to swell their earnings by ‘‘passing the pan.’’ 

The foregoimg is a weak description of the 
yesterday of the West. In the East we had 
much the same, tho it went a step further In 
introducing the now passe singing waiter (the 
singing waiter may still exist, after a fashion, 
but the oldtime surroundings are gone, so we 
well may term him passe). 

And what was the stage—the vandeville 
or musieal comedy stage—in those days? Any 
publisher woeld have told you it was a good 
place to “‘start’’ a’ popniar song, but such a 
song stood little chance of ultimate popularity 
if the “entertainers’’ failed to take it up. 
When we reflect upon the astonishing rapidity 
with which a song introduced in the nether- 
worlé reached respectable homes, we can not 
blame the church societies for working tooth 
and nail for their elimination. Women of the 
nether-world did not lead double lives, appear- 
ing as respectable damsels for certain periods, 
We know better. Then how did the songs 
reach the respectable homes? Did the big 
brother purchase dn Monday morning the song 
he heard the previous Saturday night? In 
some cases, yes, but this road was not a suf- 
ficiently universal one. The only reasonable

Lyric Writing—Past and Present 


By IVAN REID, 
Writer of Cherry Time in Tokio, Sweet Oriental 
Rose, ete, 


“Turn backward, turn. backward, 
O Time, in thy fight.’ 
forn back just ten years to the period when a 
certain popular song boasted of the following In 
ing lyric: 
In an auto there's such sport, 
On, really, it’s divine; 
In the moonlight, on a June night, 
Spinning along, it's fine. 

\s this song was published by one of the fore- 
wost publisbers of popular and classical music 
we can easily see what would happen if this 
same piffie were offered under the guise of a pop 
ular song now. 

But still if we consider what the passing five 
years from that period has done to elevate the 
«pular song the above harmless concoction will 
net seem “‘so worse” alongside of the following, 
published In the year 1912 by America’s represen- 
tative publisher of so called popular music: 

“The roses, sweet and tender, 
Are ead when you are gone; 

The stars have lost their splendor, 
But rosy is the dawn; 

The nightingales are singing 
In summer skies of blue,”” etc. 

Of course it would not be amiss to inform the 
misguided author of this lyric that ‘‘nightin- 
gales do not sing in summer skies of blue,” but 
mocking birds have that reputation. Also that 
the dawn is never rosy after such a night as he 
describes, In fact it is rather a foggy, cold and 
gray dawn that in all probability will greet you 
after she bas turned you down. 

While in the past the public was perfectly 
content with “shady nooks,’* ‘‘babbling brooke,” 
“honeysuckle vines,” “‘old fashioned gardens,” 
“shady lanes,”* “birds in tune,”” “twilight slad- 
ows,” and “silvery moonlight"’’—they now de 
mand and look for a lyric full of genuine sur- 
prises. Occasionally some writer with a world 
wide reputation will resort to these old stand- 
bys and hope to get away with it. It generally 
proves a ‘‘fiasco,"’ 

Originality, at all hazards, in your lyric, is 
the slogan now being adopted by all of America's 
foremost popular music publishers. A song that 
will withhold the title of any suggestion of it 
mmtil the last line of the chorus, generally meets 
with the stamp of approval and goes down on 

vd as being “‘wonderful,” “snappy” or “‘beau 
tiful,”” according te the melody of the song. 

Charles K. Harris, an exception of the old 
school, bas done more to uplift the popular 
song than any living writer. Ilis lyrics, at all 
times, tell an interesting story. Many of bis 
songs have been filmed, incluging After the Ball 
and Break the News to Mother. The latter song 
won the great popularity contest recently be 
cause of its theme, which is one of heartfelt 
interest, should inspire every Iyric writer to use 
the same care in the treatment of his lyric— 
nd, above all, have sequence of ideas, 

Not keeping abreast of the times has been the 

Waterloo” of many a heretofore successful 
lyric writer. The public always demand some 
thing new—something that deals with a present 
fad or custom—something that strikes them as 
being human, something In everyday 1) fe. 

Mach has been sald on the subject of “doing 
away” with the second verse of a popular song. 
Nobody sings {t, nobody wants much outside of 
the chorus. Performers rarely use It, and sing 
ing the first verse and two choruses generally 
proves sufficient, The second verse seems like a 
stepchild anyhow. No real connection with the 
berus of first verse most of the time. Its real 
mission Is to fll up the page and to follow in 
the footsteps of its predecessors. The day the 
music publishers get together and decide to abol 
ish It It will be a perfect day in the life of an 
average lyrle composer. 

A word in conclusion which should interest 
everyone. We all know the “live wire’’ Iyric 
“Writer who resorts to salacious title and in- 
terpolates the vulgar slang of the day into his 
theme. Tlis hodge-podge should not be termed a 
lyrle, as the title page so kindly informs us. 
lt is an insult to all lovers of popular music, 
sod we bope in time a “national board of cen- 
sors’ will drive him back to his original occupa- 


hon--whatever that may have been,

THE SOCIETY OF COMPOSERS AND 
AUTHORS 


New York, Nor, 10.—The first defection from 
the recently organized Society of Composers and 
Authors is Harry Von Tilzer. About ninety per 
cent of all the leading music publishers are 
members, and the society was formed to ob- 
tain some revenue from the cabarets, hotels anid 
the small moving picture houses, who have been 
using all copyrighted music heretofore without 
paying any tax on royalty. Mr. Von Tilzer, io 
Withdrawing from the society, explained that he 
preferred everybody playing his songs, as the life 
of the biggest favorites was so short in these 
times when there were so many songs on the 
market. Harry Von Tilzer further said: 

“I am essentially a publisher of popular mu- 
sic, and I feel that it is absolutely necessary 
that my compvsitions be featured in every place 
where music is performed, and I believe that if 
the director of an orchestra pays the price of 
the published orchestration, that it is all I can 
really expect.’’ 

Other leading members of the society among 
the music publishers do not share Mr. H. Von 
Tilzer’s views, and at the present time there is 
no sign that any others intend leaving the so- 
ciety.

When Will Concert Artists Get Wise? 


It is current knowledge in 
thet concert artists (excepting those who hate 
aiready achieved Internationa! fame) without 
good-sized bank roils they ere willing to part 
with in edvance little or no chance of 
a hearing at the musical agencies. In approach-

ing the agencies for bookings a demand is 
usually made for sums varying from $1,000 


up as high as the mznager thinks ‘‘the traffic 
will bear.” 

If the money is forthcoming the agency will 
tinmake some initial effort, and if the artist 
happeus to make an immediate impression on 
the public it was the agency manager's ‘keen 
insight’ that enabled him to discoter a genius, 
but if the srtist does not immediately attract 
public attention the manager is ‘‘notto blame,’’ 
for “‘how can be create talent where it does 
not exist’? (not to mention the fact that he 
knew well that it did not exist with that par- 
i¢ular artist before he accepted the money). 
Notwithstanding this he does not forget to 
retain the larger part of the money the «rtist 
advanced for his ‘professional services.’’ 

The writer has personal knowledge of the 
ase of a competent artist—not at the top, Lut 
‘t the same time well known all over the 
United States—who not long since paid a 
New York agency $1,000 cash in edvance to 
cure him concert engagements, imagining 
that what he thougbt to be the ‘‘prestige’’ of 
the agency would assure him the datings. After 
weeks of waiting the agency managed to secure 
the artist a total of a half dozen engagewents, 
which paid the artist net, after all of his 
expenses had been deducted, just about enough 
to give him back his $1,000. This meant that 
after months of waiting and anxiety the artist 
paid himself back his $1,000 by his own labor, 
getting no compensation for the work he hcd 
done, The manager was the larger part of the 
$1,000 to the good for ‘professional services”’ 
and the artist was just where he started, both 
as to money and further concert engagements. 


The agency usually promises its “great 
prestige’ in securing engagements for the 
artist, also to do ‘“‘some advertising’ in the 


musical papers (the amount in most cases is 
not definitely specified) and ‘“‘otherwise to use 
its best efforts in belialf of the artist.’ 

To an artist with a little money and an over- 
anxiety for engagements the agency proposition 
sounds well at first hearing, but ground dcwn 
to hard-pan it means that the manager, say 
on ap advance of $1,000 (and larger amounts 
in proportion), will spend about $250 of the 
amount for advertising, another $125 for circn- 
lars, letters, photos, etc., and the remaining 
$625 remains in the manager's pocket for his 
‘professional services’’ and ‘‘prestize.”” If 
the artist immediately ‘‘goes over big’’ natur- 
ally the agency will continue its efforts, be- 
eause it has a good thing and has se- 
cured it at the expense of the artist, but if 
the artist does not immediately take hold cf 
the public like a John McCormack he is out 
his money and the agency manager has profited 
to the extent of the larger part of it. In 
other words the agency must have fat pay for 
“professional services’? whether the artist gets 
anything out of it or not. 


Put this is not all. At the same time the 
agency has been taking this artist's money it 
has, perhaps, been taking money from eight 
or ten other aspirants for concert honors on 
the same basis, each one advancing whatever 
the manager could extract from him, The re- 
sults usually are that the agency secures some 
valuable advertising in the musical papers at 
the artist’s expense while retaining the 
larger part of the artist’s advance for ‘“‘serv- 
ice.” The artist gets the experience. These 
methods are not right. In the first place, no 
agency, as they are now constituted, can 
handle more than a half dozen artists at one 
time at the very outside limit, and the most 
successful managers, like Wagner, never han- 
dle over three, to whom they give personel 
attention. Notwithstanding this, if managers 
ean continue to ‘string’? the artists and have 
eight or ten of them putting up money at the 


Bame time for “prestige”? and ‘“‘services’” just 
80 long will the managers continue to fatten 
end thrive on the artist's money without giving 
worth while results in return. 

Two or three years back a very fine woman 
from a Southwestern State came to New Ycrk 
seeking concert promotion. Notwithstanding 
the fact that she was a beautiful, cultured 
woman, she had no roilce and neter will hate 
one. The agency knew this, and knew it well, 
bot as tite lady was fortunate in having a

All of this does not apply in the case where 
2n artist employs bis own manager, or where 
he makes some arrangement whereby a Wan- 


ager concentrates bis time and energies on 
not to exceed three capable artists, who furnish 
the promotion money. Such an arrangement 
gives the artists the benefit of th: manager's 
exclusire services, and worth while results will 
follow if the manager knows bis business and 
is bonest. But even in this erent artists should 
only invest money in tbe salary of their man- 
ager, giving bim an extra percentage abore to 
induce his best efforts. Money for advertising 
the artists should themrelres spend direct with 
the proper journals, thereby getting full value 
for their money and the benefit of a!! discounts.

fat pocketbook the agency had no scruples in 
accepting an advance of $5,000 from her for 
making her ‘‘famous’”® in the concert world. 
The lady did not Kecome famous, but the New 
York manager grew fat on the larger part of 
her $5,000 for ‘‘professional services.’* Inct- 
dentally he placed a few ads in the musical 
papers, thereby advertising his agency more ex- 
tensively at the expense of the artist, giving 
the agency more ‘‘prestige’’ for the next vic- 
tim. 

WHEN WILL MUSICAL ARTISTS BECOME 
WISE TO THESE METHODS? When will they 
realize that if they have any real musical 
talent to sell they do not need the ‘‘prestige’’ 
of an agency to sell it? 

When will they learn that if they have money 
to ‘spend for advertising they can themselves 
do the advertising direct with the proper jour- 
nals and get full value for their money instead 
of giving the larger part of it to the agency? 
If an artist has real talent he doesn’t need 
an agency to boost him, and if he hasn't real 
musical talent all the agencies in the country 
can not help him They can make big pre- 
tensions, they can tell the artist that all he 
needs is the proper promotion thru their ‘‘estab- 
lished name and prestige,’’ but the results for 
the artist will be the experience, nothing more. 


When will concert artists grow wise and 
do their own advertising direct? Why pay the 
agencies’ advertising bills? Why let a man 
ager fatten on your money who may also be 
getting money from a dozen other artists at 
the same time? How can he give you or any 
of the rest of his list proper attention? He 
does not, he merely lives well on your money 
and gives his attention principally to a favor- 
ite or two on his list, whose name and prestige 
bring him in the business without much effort 
on his part, 


An agency can not create business for an 
unknown artist, but the artist can create it 
himself by proper advertising direct thru the 
proper mediums,

War Relief Activities Accomplishing 
Much 


New York, Nov. 10.—Mrs. Otis Skinner, trav- 
eling representative of the Stage Woman's War 
Relief, reports enthusiastic co-operation of the 
women of the stage. A workroom has been 
given to the newly formed Chicago branch in 
the Illinois Theater, and the Gret organization 
meeting was held Monday, with Mrs. Skinner 
residing. 

On Wednesday, October 31, Gladys Hanson 
had the first organization meeting of the Stage 
Woman's War Relief in New Orleans. The ac- 
tresses on the Orpheum bill and the women folk 
of all the local theaters attended.

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THE LEGITIMATE STAGE 


CONDUCTED BY THEODORE A.LIEBLER JR. 


Our suggestion of the advisability of reducing 
the price of theater tickets so that the total, {n- 
eloding the War tax, should not exceed the old 
flat rate, Was scarcely off the press when the an- 
nouncement from the Shubert office stating that 
that firm had adopted the suggested policy for 
their New York theaters, about 40 per cent 
of the total legitimate playhouses in the city. 
They make only a few reservations in the an- 
no sncement, retaining the right to charge higher 
prices on holidays and Saturday nights, and for 
all performances at the Winter Garden. 

The step is one that will practically compel 
all other houses to follow suit, and should very 
shortly bring with it @ rescaling of expenditures 
to meet the new conditions, under which gross 
receipts are cut ten per cent, making it essential 
that the expenses be cut to a similar degree if 
the same margin of profit on the business, as a 
whole, is to be maintained. 

In some quarters there is discernible a reaction 
not unlike those observable in mercantile lines 
when a similar change of conditions presents it- 
self. The Rialto, for instance, a moving pic- 
ture house that hitherto has made fifty cents 
and a quarter its basic prices, has rescaled the 
prices to bring flat rates including the war tax, 
as, for example, charging thirty cents for the 
seats that formerly sold for twenty-five, thus 
adding eight per cent to the net amount received 
by the management for each seat sold. As the 
tialto does a steady, phenomenal business, and 
as far as can be ascertained, has suffered no 
diminution in capital attendance since the new 
prices went into effect, it Is plain that the bur- 
den imposed has been turned into a source of 
profit. Which is exactly the sort of thing that 
the dealers in food supplies, dry goods, etc., have 
been doing, to the universal disgust of consu- 
mers, tho in this case there is the justification 
that the supplies dealt in come not under the 
head of necessities, but constitute luxuries. Many 
a man can get along without the theater, and 
even without his picture show, tho it is bread, 
butter and Jam to so many of us. 

And speaking of pictures, which we all seem 
to be doing almost all of the time, and com- 
bining that topie with the talk of the moment, 
the war tax, we cannot help but recall that the 
Government relieved the picture industry of the 
greater part of the heavy burden that it had 
planned to place upon it largely because of the 
value of the picture es an educational influence. 
This is not by way of belittling the tremendous 
power of the motion picture for good, a subject 
on which we have previously dwelt at length 
on more than one occasion. But it is by way 
of building an atmospheric setting for the re- 
marks we feel called on to indulge in by the 
manner of exploitation utilized in connection 
with a feature film now being shown at ad- 
vanced prices at one of the legitimate playhouses 
of the metropolis. 

The picture deals with a wonder story of hie- 
tory, one that has furnished inspiration to the 
éreatest poets and romancers of all times, one 
that has been immortalized in hundreds of fa- 
mous canvases, and which now has offered Itself 
to the film magnates as material either for a 
moving story set in gorgeous pageantry, or a 
vehicle for sensational, sensual appeal. They 
had their choice and made It. 

The lobby of the theater in which the picture 
is shown is hung with garish colored enlarge 
ments of photos of scenes and of the star posed 
in various stages of undress, pictures that 
caused one bystander to remark that the lady 
had “‘a fine sense of the indecent."’ The spirit 
of the appeal of the enlargements {s carried thru 
the newspaper advertising for the attraction. 
Says one advertisement: “She lived close to the 
Nile, she needed no winter clothes’’—or words 
to that effect, and ends with a suggestion that 
you could make q date with her six weeks fn 
advance, Perhaps you can, 

It's a long time since any legitimate showman 
has mustered up the nerve to pull anything as 
Taw as this, tho there are some of them who still 
believe that there is money in that sort of thing. 
Many a good business proposition has been com- 
pletely ruined by a misguided attempt to give it 
® salacious or sensual appeal. In pletures there 
are a few Isolated inetances where traffic tn 
‘mut has been extremely profitable, but every suc- 
cessful Mutter in dirt proffered bas retarded the 
rise of the market as a whole. And ft is the 
‘tmutty Olm, in the last analysis, that hes 
brought into the picture industry the same dls- 
oportionate element of risk that the legitimate 
Producer has found so great an obstacle to the 
Proper business-like financing of his ventures. 
Had pieture people been able to standardize their 
cutput In the matter of cleanliness and whole- 
comeness In the same way that they have stand- 
rdized those of the better class In the matter of 
‘gree of technical excellence, the business 
‘ould still be on the safe-and-sane regular re- 


lease, sure income programs basis that made it 
so profitable for the pioneers.

Feminine love- 
liness, however, is there in plenty, and the 
theatrical purveyors of beauty might well bring 
action against these producers, charging them 
with monopolizing the stage beauty mart and 
acting in restraint of trede. Victor Herbert 
and Jerome Kern have gi- u the show a light, 
fascinating musical settinxy. A book of friv- 
olous tone and lyrics adapted to the dance at- 
mosphere have been furnished by Guy Bolton 
and P. G. Wodehouse. Ned Wayburn has 
drawn on +Ais never-failing originality in stag- 
ing, and the scenery shows that deft artistry 
which one recognizes as belonging to Joseph 
Urban even before he has referred to his pro- 
gram. Lady Duff Gordon has clothed the pro- 
duction in some of the most fanciful costume 
creations ever sent out from this source of 
exquisite styles. 

Perhaps the most important thing of all the 
things which make Miss 1917 important is the 
fact that it marks the return to the stage of 
Bessie McCoy—now Bessie McCoy Davis. When 
one sees her in her oldtime Yama Yama num- 
ber it bridges the years and brings one back to 
the dreamland of yesterday. She still possesses 
her wonderful dancing ability and her beauty. 
She is still her own charming self, and the 
program utilizes her talents in a variety of 
ways. 

It is, of course, a dancing show from be- 
ginning to end, with many charming dances and 
some very much out of the ordinary. Tortola 
Valencia, the Spanish dancer, proves herself an 
adept in the Spanish terpsichorean art. Her 
dance is a wild, whirlwind contribution, which 
gives emphasis to her beauty and grace. Dainty 
Ann Pennington, charming Emma Haig, beauti- 
ful Dorothy Klewer, clever Vera Maxwell and 
Many other celebrities dance before one each in 
her peculiarly fascinating way. Irene Castle, 
“The Queen of American Dancedom,”’ also fur- 
nishes an exquisite demonstration of her art. 

As the show is a trifle long on beauty it is a 
trifle short on comedy. Lew Fields hits the 
comedy high spote, his work in the Deluge 
Saloon and Beauty Shop scenes being typical 
of what one has grown to expect from him. 
The Mosquitoes’ Frolic is a splendid opening 
and the March of the Toys and the toy clog 
dance, which close the first act, are wonders 
of the automatic.

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THE FEDERATED BUREAU 
MANAGERS MEET 


Lyceum Managers Who 


Will Maintain the High 


Ideals and Traditions of the Lyceum as an 
Educational Movement 


Washington, D. C., November 10.—That 
this is a critical time in the Govern- 
‘mental affairs of this nation is conceded by all. 
There are reasons galore why America needs, 
as she bas never before needed, to wake up to 
the fact that our very form of Government is 
being placed in the balance and democracy it- 
self is being dealt mortal wounds at the bands 
of ite supposed friends. 


At this time it is only natural that the 
Government itself, thru its delegated spokes- 
men, should recognize the lyceum and chan- 
taugua movement as a part of the machinery 
of the nation itself, necessary and indispensable, 

George Creel, chairman of the Public In- 
formation Bureau. in his address to the I, L. A, 
Convention, said: ‘‘I voice the conviction of the 
President of the United States that your work 
will keep pace in growth with the war prepara- 
tion of the nation, for the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua is almost as integral a part of the 
national defense as men and munitions.’’ 


What then should be the attitude of those 
engaged in the lyceum movement? Should we 
engage in the work of promoting amusements 
and entertainment for boys in kbaki, or should 
we fill up the boiler, pull wide the throttle, 
and put forth every ounce of power we possess 
to see that our machinery is kept in operation 
doing its work even more efficiently than ever 
before? 


When the National Poultry Association met 
Sor its annual convention at Detroit a few 
weeks ago this great body of farsighted busi- 
ness men immediately set to work to devise 
ways and means of raising more chickens, pro- 
ducing more eggs; there was $10,000 raised for 
a campaign fund to be spent to advertise the 
American hen—this in spite of the fact that 
she is an expert at advertising her own goods. 
This organization did not waste time debating 
over what is in a setting hen’s mind. Oh, no: 


The writer has felt a deeprooted conviction 
growing in his own mind that the supreme 
work which the lyceum and chautauqua can 
do for the good of mankind at this time is to 
further its own work, extend its organizea 
helpfulness and inspiration to the very cross- 
roads and byways of this nation, to capture the 
cities and multiply the very work that has 
made the lyceum and chautaugua movement one 
of the greatest educational factors of our time, 

As chairman of the International Lyceum 
Association this thought actuated me in recom- 
mending to the Executive Committee for this 
year that a campaign fund of $1,000 be raised 
for the purpose of extending the lyceum and 
chavtauqua knowledge to places where such 
knowledge is not now possessed, and to persons 
who should know that the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua is a fundamental factor in the life of 
our people, 

The resolution there introduced and passed 
on to the present Executive Committee, recog- 
nizing the fact that the lyceum and chautauqua 
towns and communities should be asked to send 
our next year’s I. L. A. Conven 
to-there instruct the lecturers, entertainers, 
musicians, agents, managers, editors and all 
what they want us to do for them, had this 
ngle purpose for its being presented. 
my It was, therefore, more than a mere circum- 
stance that grabbed yours truly from his sanc- 
torum in The Billboard office at Chicago and 
sent, him scurrying across the country to Wash- 
ington. D. C., to spend a few days watching 
and studying the work, plans and purposes of 
the Federated Lyceum Bureau of America, 
which met at the National Hotel, Washington, 
D. C., Monday, November 5, and continued for 
five days with its deliberations of the work that 
it came here to do. 

There were other bureau managers who met 
right in Chicago, but we didn’t devote space 
to them. Why? Well, The Billboard man 
weareth not the gumshoe, nor is he trained in 
the art of pussy-footing around, neither doth

he purr when he should speak out in meeting. 
Hence the journey to Washington, D. C., to 
look over the Federated System and its doings, 
And here is the reason: The Federated man- 
agers have already proven themselves to be 
primarily interested in the educational side of 
the lyceum; their purposes are along the lines 
of lyceum ideals; their future is laid out as 
we think the lyceum business must be con- 
ducted if it will live and exert its influence 
as it should as an educational and uplift move- 
ment, 

One of the first resolutions introduced at 
this meeting and unanimously passed was one 
pledging this entire system to the plan of 
booking only experienced lyceum performers. 
What does this mean? 


worthy of the effort which lyceum committees 
put forth to put them over, should demonstrate 
their fitness before they step right into the 
limelight of public favor and pose as stars. 
The Federated ranks are recruited just as the 
major league magnates recruit baseball play- 
ers. This policy is more and more bringing to 
this system the tried-out successes of this en- 
tire field. It is becoming recognized that to 
be on a Federated list is to be advancing in 
one’s own profession. 

It was only natural that this should in time 
work out just this way. It’s a case of cause 
and effect. Study the Federated list and see 
if you do not find there a larger percentage of 
recognized lyceum performers than you will find 
on some of the self-styled great lists. 

While standing in the lobby of the historic 
old National Hotel it seemed good to see so 
many regular lyceum people busy transacting 
reguiar lyceum business, when who should 
hove in sight but Montaville Flowers, prest- 
dent of the International Lyceum Association. 
Mr. Flowers has been doing some big things 
for the I. L, A, in Washington, and it seemed 
only natural to meet him in this city, but a 
little inquiry revealed the fact that Mr. 
Flowers was on the ground investigating the 
future usefulness of the lyceum platform, as 
it is hoped it will be maintained, by just such 
fundamental constructive work as the Federated 
managers are doing, and planning more and 
more to do. Mr, Flowers has cast his lot in

ON ADMISSIONS 


Lyceum Patrons Must Pay the Tax—The Bill Is Now the Law—It Does 
Not Exempt Lyceum Courses From the Tax 


Sec. 700, of the War Income Tax, as finally passed by both Houses 
and signed by the President, covering lyceum and chautauqua activities, 


reads: 


There shall be levied, assessed and collected and paid (a) a tax 


of 1 cent for each 10 cents or fraction thereof of the amount for admis- 


sion to any place, including admission by season ticket or subscription, 


to be paid by the person paying for such admission (except children un- 
der twelve years of age, where the tax shall be 1 cent in every case). 
No tax shall be levied under this title in respect to any admissions all 
the proceeds of which inure exclusively to the benefit of religious, edu- 
cational or charitable institutions, societies or organizations, or admis- 


sions to agricultural fairs none of 


the profits of which are distributed 


to stockholders or members of the association conducting the same.

It means hope for the future for the lyceum 
movement. It means hope for those performers 
who wish to make their work permanent—who 
aim to make it as professional to be a lyceum 
performer as to be a member of Chicago’s Sym- 
phony Orchestra, 

Lyceum committeemen themselves do not 
realize what this will mean to them if they 
will but take the time to study the great abuses 
which it is aimed to eradicate—abuses which 
the committeemen pay for, and pay dearly, 


It is reported that one so-called big bureau 
conducts a lyceum school, and this school 
started supposedly as an appendix to the beast, 
but now the tail is wagging the coyote and 
the lyceum committees are paying the bureau 
manager maximum prices for companies in 
which are to be found girls who are only 
students in this feline institution, which passes 
as a “‘Conservatory.’’ Think of a girl paying 
a high fee to matriculate as a student in a 
conservatory, then being allowed to work in a 
concert company without pay, simply receiving 
traveling expenses and credit for the work done. 
Ye gods, was ever there a worse scheme de- 
vised by which to separate the ambitious ones 
from their money and at the same time extract 
the coin from the lyceum committees who think 
they are buying experienced performers, when 
as a matter of fact they are buying not even 
amateurs, but ‘‘the makings’’ of amateurs. 

The Federated System has no schools in 
which to hand-polish, mentally sapolio a few 
students, then send them forth as the lyceum 
Gold Dust Twins, to do the work of real, ex- 
perienced performers, 

The Federated managers are as eager to pro- 
mote worthy and worth while attractions as 
any bureau—its one point of difference is right 
here, it believes that all attractions, to be 


with this system and will next year be one 
of the Federated busy lecturers. This speaks 
volumes for the stability of this system. 


The Federated managers are not loudly 
proclaiming the fact that they are trying to 
win the war—they are putting forth every 
ounce of energy they can generate to perpetu- 
ate the lyceum as one of the principal factors 
that is helping to win the war. In this they 
are like those multitudes of good men and 
women who are so busy living the life and 
doing the deeds that make for life and im- 
mortality that they haven't time to discuss 
how they are going to adjust their slippers as 


they walk down the golden streets of the New 
Jerusalem. 


John G, Scorer,+the president of this system, 
is one of the men of America who was born tn 
a lyceum enVironment and nourished on lyceum 
enthusiasm until today he is a lyceum dynamo 
which gives forth enough of the lyceum dynamic 
force to move half the continent. Mr. Scorer 
is so sanely practical that he has won bis 
place as an educator by supplying a small 
territory with those attractions which are capable 
of going back to the same places times without 
number, While other bureau managers are ery- 
ing for ‘‘something” he is opening the door of 
opportunity wider each year, so that all stand 
ard attractions, tried and found worthy in 
the school of experience, can look with as- 
surance to the future for prolonged years of 
usefulness. 


This policy is also the policy of the entire 
Federated System. It has not been evolved out 
of the fox-like cunning pretense of a scheming 
brain, but has been found to have worked so 
successfully in their individual activities that 
it is making larger efforts possible, 


President Wilson himself has had the rare 
good judgment to see that the needs of the 
hour are not to stop the activities of normal 
living and think only of war, so he asked the 
nation to go on with its work of education 
and the cultivation of higher ideals by more 
conscientious endeavor in school work and those 
inspirational and social efforts which mean 
higher ideals, wider vision, nobler purposes and 
greater moral determination to serve our fel- 
lows, He has asked the schools to enlarge 
their activities rather than reduce them, and 
so with the lyceum, as with the school, he has 
asked the lyceum movement to extend its use 
fulness and helpfulness to those communities 
where it is not now a factor, and to increase its 
force where it is already a recognized part of 
the educational and moral fabric of our national 
life.

A Survey Might Aid a Little, But

“The fact that the people of St. Marys have 
made it possible for a chautauqua to fourish 
in this city for the past several seasons speaks 
well for the intellectual and moral standards 
of the community.

As this is our country’s first Christmas in 
the world war it is believed that people will 
be thinking of service rather than festivities, 
and that minds generally will be turned to the 
battlefelds of Europe and especially to our own 
soldiers and sailors. It is expected, therefore, 
that this country will be in a frame of mind at 
Christmas time to give expression to all its 
anxiety and bope by showing and renewing 
evidences of its support of the Red Cross.

In New York the motion picture in- 
dustry is in the throes of a panic— 
passive as yet—but which may be- 
come wild and delirious at any mo- 
ment. 

A great many people hold, and in 
many cases quite rightly, that when 
confronted with a situation like this 
that the press should preach optimism 
and reassurance or at least refrain 
from saying anything that is calcu- 
lated to increase alarm. 

But The Billboard’s position is a 
peculiar one. It is the showmen’s 
paper. They believe in it. They sup- 


port it and they look to it to protect 
their interests. 

The percentage of showmen among 
exhibitors is now away up in the 
eighties. Many of them have paid 
and are still paying advance deposits, 
which is an extremely hazardous 
thing to do just at this time. 

If we suppress the truth about con- 
ditions as they now are we are 
recreant in our duty to showmen. 

We can not contemplate, let alone 
consider, such a course. It is our 
bounden duty as we see it to warn 
all showmen not to pay dnother ad- 
vance deposit.

payment, and that in the general run of plays 
the actress must buy her own costumes, 
, “So when this alluring salary is spread over 
required expenditures the actress has not much 
more than the capable stenographer with a 
regular salary extending thru the entire fifty- 
two weeks of the year.’’

We have no objection to the press agent. 
Indeed, we regard him as a worthy institu- 
tion, one that tempers the cynicism of the 
city editor to the more or less absent virtues 


of theatrical productions and of public men 
with a penchant for publicity. And he is 
sometimes useful in bringing to a newspaper’s 
attention a worthy cause whose worthiness 
might otherwise remain obscured by the proverb- 
ial bushel. 


And then a press agent is often so pic- 
turesque a liar. He lies for the love of lying 
and with complete consciousness that you know 
be is lying. He throws about the jewels of 
an actress with an impunity born of knowl- 
edge that her jewels are paste or that she 
never had any jewels. With equal equanimity 
he will endow ber with a show dog possessing 
more than human intelligence, a parrot capa- 
ble of repeating the catechism, or a husband 
who works. He will have her go around the 
world during the summer months or loll un- 
der the expansive elms of her magnificent sum- 
mer estate, when she really has divided her 
time between a small flat im the city and a 
cheap boarding house on the Jersey shore. But 
he is neuter in his lying. He can fib as glow- 
ingly about an actor as he can about an 
actress. He can attribute to the male of the 
species more suits of clothes than Berry Wall 
ever possessed, more diamonds than the con- 
Stellation which adorned the late Jim Brady 
contained, or more wiles than marked the 
conpubial progress of Nat Goodwin. 


But the press agent has been hard put to it 
the past few years. He has about exhausted 
all the things that men and women could do, 
or not do, for the interest and edification of 
the public. Of course, there remained the ex- 
pedient of acting with a sense of dramatic 
art, but few performers would embrace the 
novelty. One press agent, however, will not 
be denied.

WILLIAM ROLLAND DIES

William Rolland, equestrian director of the 
Shipp & Feltus Circus, which is now touring 
South America, died September 21 on board the 
steamship Itassuce while the company was en 
route from Port Alegre to Rio Grande, Brazil, it 
was learned last week.

Despite Bad Weather at Opening All Previous At- 
tendance Records Are Surpassed—Johnny J. 
Jones’ Exposition Shows Beat Last 
Year’s Receipts on Midway 


Mid a blaze of glory and fireworks the great 
Louisiana State Fair closed at Shreveport Mon- 
day night, November 5, and will go down in 
history as the greatest fair ever held in the 
State. 


While the exact figures are not available at 
this writing it is estimated that at least fifteen 
thousand more people passed thru the turnstiles 
in the six days this year than last, and this 
after the first two days owing to cool weather 
fad fallen far below last year's record for the 
fame two days. 


Johnny J. Jones’ Exposition Shows filled the 
midway, and in view of the fact that these 
same shows gathered a gross of over $20,000 
here, last season and expected to break that 
same record this year there were many long 
faces on the midway the first two days, then 
smiles, and while it is almost unbelievable 
the next two days for the Jones attractions 
nearly equaled the entire gross at this fair last 
season and the grand total when counted will 
be nearly double that of last year. 

To Messrs, Hirsch, secretary; Ed Seeman, su- 
perintendent of concessions and amusements; 
Mr. Robinson, superintendent of grand stand; 
Colonel Snider, president, and Mr. Freeman, 
vice-president, and other Board of Directors 
belong credit for the great fair and the excel- 
lent manner in which it was handled. These 
gentlemen under difficulties that had _ hereto- 
fore not arisen, such as shortage of help, in- 
ability of express companies to handle express 
on the grounds, etc., by working night and day 
made the fair the greatest in the history of 
the State.

Third instalment of the letter to Secretary 
R. BE, Crump: 

“If you offer $10 to the man who brings the 
best bull to the fair charge him $1 for entrance 
fees, Always charge entrance fees. This is 
usually 10 per cent of the amount of the prize 
money. Many of the parishes do not do this, 
which I think is a good idea where the fair 
is an old one and on a paying basis, but from 
what I know of the FIRST fair in a parish you 
will need the dough. 

“The catalog: You will need, I should judge 
not over 750 aatalogs, and perhaps 500 will do to 
start. Solicit ads from the local business men. 
Have the merchants secure you an ad from their 
wholesaler. Get hold of your lumber companies, 
stock farms, poultry farms and everyone that bax 
something to sell and make them advertise. 
Watch the daily papers and the farm magazines 
and see who advertises and write them for an ad. 
You will find that all of your space will be easy 
to sell, and some of the houses will want to pay 
you in prizes. Take it; you will need that prize. 
A big Chicago concern once gave us a phono 
graph and the incubator concerns will usually 
give you a machine to be used as a prize. The 
plow concerns will give you a cultivator. You 
will find that the advertising ie easy, and you 
should make $500 on your catalog. Of course 
your catalog will have to carry all the informa 
tion concerning the fair. ou will have to 
stipulate definitely just what your prizes will 
be and print your dally program, and be sure to 
follow it. Also print your rules and regulations 

“Don’t forget to get a good man at the head 
of every department. Try to leave nothing for 
the secretary to do, as he will have more at the 
last moment to look after than can be imagined. 
And besides your secretary will earn his money 
in the cuesings he will recelve. If the fair is a 
failure it will be ‘because the secretary didn't do 
his work.” If it is a good one, then ‘we sure 
had a dandy.’ I used to think that I was a 
rather good-natured kind o’' chap, but since they 
made me secretary of the parish fair it seemed 
to me that all the prisons were made for me. I 
remember once I killed my favorite rooster be- 
cause he was crowing.

If these questions are answered no doubt some 
plausible reason should be found for the loss 
in popularity of band music as many claim. 
Music is one of the oldest forms of amusement 
and entertainment known. It has existed al- 
most since the beginning of the world. The 
instruments of the early ages, while quite 
crude, de music that was pleasing to the 
eag of the people of that age. As time wore 
on and the oivilizations advanced the instru- 
ments were improved and the music was im- 
proved until the present day ‘has brought them 
to a degree of perfection. After music, espe- 
cially band music, has lived thru all the ages 
and reached the high standard that it now 
occupies why should it prove unpopular with 
the public? Personally I am sure it has not, 
and there never was a time when band music 
was more thoroly enjoyed and appreciated than 
at the present time. But don’t misunderstand 
Mme, I said Music and music with a capital M. 
The people of today are not the people of ten 
years ago and ten-year-old methods in music 
will not prove popular with them. If a mer- 
chant advertises first-class butter for fifty cents 
and then sells you stale butter you are not likely 
to go back. So it is with bands; you are sell- 
fing your stock in trade—keep up with the 
quality. Another point, the old theory that 
the people Mm the small towns are all rubes 
and it takes noise and time-worn parades to en- 
tertain them has long been exploded. The au- 
tomobile has brought the small town to the 
city’s gate. It has educated it. Those who 
do not have autos are educated thru the differ- 
ent organizations of the town, and the farmers 
@re becoming members of these organizations. 
They are being educated and today you must 
deal with them as being men capable of passing 
criticism on what you have to offer and it’s 
up to you, Mr. Showman, whether it’s favor- 
able or not. Why have the chautauquas grown 
so in recent years? 
Their entertainment 
and music are high 
class, and their tents 
in the small towns 
are crowded. The 
people appreciate 
good music and good 
entertainment, is 
the oly answer yet 
found. If you ad; 
veatise a uniformed 
concert band, then 
come out on the 
street with eight or 
ten pieces dressed in 
second-hand red 
coats, trousers of 
every known make 
and color, the ma- 
jority not pressed, 
shoes not shined in 
a week, engaged in 
a battle zpyal be- 
tween two trom- 
bones and a couple 
cornets, you can 
rest assured that 
you would have been 
much better off had 
you left your band 
in your tent or 
theater.

You get noise in- 
stead of music when you do. Play it with a 
good moderate tempo so that each and every 
man will play it and produce a tone worth 
listening to. If you have an uptown concert it 
should ‘be given some time along in the evening 
or afternoon and the fact advertised, and, when 
you get your crowd, entertain them; don’t 
merely attract them; you may attract them 
by your noise, but you won’t draw them toward 
your show. If you give them just a little bet- 
ter music than is usual then they will reason 
that your show must be just a little better than 
usual and the result is your profit in the long 
run, The well-known concert bands always 
prove popular. They have kept up with the 
progress of the times, but you, Mr. Showman, 


. some of you, and some of your band leaders, are 


doing more to injure the musical profession by 
a lack of forethought and progressive spirit than 
any one. A good band is an asset and worth 
money to any show or organization. A poor 
one is a liability. Mr. Leader, put the mat- 
ter right up to the manager. When you direct 
a punk band you are doing something that is 
driving your profession to the bottom. Every 
man, woman and child loves a band, but don’t 
forget they are people of intelligence in this 
day and know music when they tear dt. Don’t 
try to bluff them any longer. Why, many 
towns of 1,200 people can boast of a local sand 
that will put yours to shame and you are pro- 
fessionals, Yes, let’s be professionals. A pro- 
fessional man of today must be well trained 
and well equipped to succeed in ‘his chosen pro- 
fession. The same applies to musicians,’’—W.

instance the manager of the house within which 
the theatrical performance or vaudeville is 
given shall be held responsible for the payment 
of this license,

BY MUTUAL FILM CORPORATION 


Enters Suit Against New York Motion Picture 
Corporation and Allied Interests, Alleging 
Refusal To Deliver Prints of Pictures 
as Per Contract 


New York, Nov. 10.—A suit for $400,000 dam- 
ages has been filed against the New York Mo- 
tion Picture Corporation and a group of related 
concerns by the Mutual Film Corporation in 
the Superior Court of New York. 

The action includes a prayer for a permanent 
injunction restraining the defendant concerns 
from the further cireulation cf various motion 
pictures, 

The defendants include the Broncho Motion 
Picture Company, the Keystone Film Company 
and the Domino Motion Picture Corporation. 

The Mutual Film Corporation charges that 
the New York Motion Picture Corporation and 
its allies have violated contracts for the ex- 
clusive sale of the pictures in question to the 
Mutual Film Corporation, and that they have 
further refused to deliver to the Mutual ad- 
Mitional print copier of the pictures, as stipu- 
lated in the contract, 

“The motion pictures involved,’’ sremarked 
President John R, Freuler, of the Matual Film 
Corporation, ‘‘include all of the pictures made 
for the Mutual by the defendants in the period 
of 1912-15, which means the old Keystone com- 
edies, the W. 8. Hart pictures of that period, 
the Charles Chaplin comedies made »y Key- 
stone, the early Max Sennett comedies and the 
Western productions by Broncho and all Domino 
pictures, 

“The contracts covering these pictures pro- 
vided that the Mutual Film Corporation was 
to have exclusive right of distribution in the 
United States and Canada, and that the Mutual 
was to be supplied with additional positive 
prints of any of the pictures at any time. 

“Last July the Mutual Film Corporation be- 
gan placing orders for new prints of large num- 
bers of these pictures, The orders were ignored. 
We made tender of payment in advance in gold, 
ealling at the offices of the concerns now sued 
with the money in gold coin for that express 
purpose, The orders were still ignored. 

“We now charge that the defendants are en- 
gaged in circulating a number of these pictures 
thru obscure channels, and in obvious violation 
of the Mutual’s contract rights. Not a few of 
these pictures are thru some channel again 
reaching the market, and conspicuous among 
them are the W. S. Hart two-part dramas.

fifteen cents, Now when you ask ose of these 


$30-a-week clerks about what their companies 
think about a contract that you may bave 
with one of them all they say is that their com- 
panies don’t give a damn about the contract. 
It is the fifteen cents they want, and if you 
don't pay it you will be cut off then and there. 
Now we have contracts with some of the 
biggest film corporations. On some we make 
money and some we don't. As far as 1 am 
concerned those who will not live up to the 
contracts that I now have will bave a bard 
time getting me to sign another contract where 
1 will have to put up a deposit, and that goes 
for all of them, I have never paid the fifteen 
cents per reel tax to anyone yet and will 
cancel all service before 1 will pay it to any 
of them. What is the use to pay one of them 
when there are those who will sell you without 
asking you to pay it. If you pay now you 
will always have to pay It, so start right now 
and don’t pay. We pay our war tax and all 
other taxes without kicking, Then why should 
we uphold a slacker?

L. H. O'Donnell, president of the O’Donnell- 
Eskridge Amusement Company of Washington, 
Ind., is a small town exhibitor, but he is a 
showman, and many exhibitors in the larger 
cities may pattern after him to their ad- 
vantage, ? 

Mr, O'Donnell does not propose to be im- 
posed upon to the extent of paying the manu- 
facturers’ tax, and undoubtedly this was made 
clear to the several exchanges with which he 
does business upon receipt of the following 
letter from him: 

Washington, Ind., Nov. 3, 1917. 

Gentlemen—We are in receipt of your com-

magazines, and has gained credit at his bankers 
on several checks that have been sent him for 
his imaginative gifts as translated to paper in 
story form, But it might be well to let ‘‘Buck”’ 
speak for himself—or write, since he’s good at 
that stuff: 


“Down in the sagebrush of Texas I spent thir- 
teen uneventful years, when I deserted the family 
fireside and proceeded to garner an education.

“When the border troubles broke out during 
the Madero regime in Mexico I joined the 
Texas Rangers for a spell, and later served in 
the Brownsville Raids, Ther I got mixed ap 
in moving pictures in Albuqnerque—remember 
the old Shamrock Western films? I acted, wrote 
scenarios, wrestled props. and occasionally di- 
rected. 

“In 1914 I became partner of B. M. Bowers, 
and together we wrote His Six-Gun Job, The 
Killer, Get Your Man, The Phantom Herd, and 
others during the partnership. Then [ slone 
wrote The Night Leader, A Kinsman of Cain 
and several other stories of lesser prominence. 

“And here I am on the Universal ranch with 
a bunch of oldtime friends—Neal Hart, Harry 
Carey, Harry Harvey and a lot of others who 
talk my language.”” 


consideration to the question involved, and we 
can not help but feel that you are doing your- 
selves an injustice in asking we exhibitors to 
stand your war tax as well as our own. 

Had our government intended that this tax 
be paid by the public they would never have 
put a tax on the films, but would have added 
it directly to the amusement tax, thereby elim!- 
nating the middle man. The very fact that 
they did not do this should be conclusive evi- 
dence to you that they meant for the pro- 
ducers and exchanges to absorb their portion 
of the tax. Furthermore, the amount that 
you are asking is more than you have to pay. 
It is certainly ill-becoming an industry of the 
magnitude of the producing and distributing 
of motion pictures to attempt to make a profit 
off of any tax that our government sees fit to 
impose upon the people of this nation. 

Each industry and each individual should 
do his part out of his own earnings and pos- 
sessions, and in no wise throw the burden all 
upon one class of people. 

Referring to your circular letter just” re- 
ceived Uncle Sam merely says “PAY ME.”’ 
(Tle expects ug toe collect that amount and turn 
it over to him at the rate of $45,000 on the 
first of every month.) There is no doubt about 
Unele Samuel saying just what you say, “PAY 
ME,” but we failed to find Any instructions in 
his orders that would justify you sbifting it 
te the exhibitor-and expect him to sbift It on 
to the consumer. 

Referring to the tax placed upon cigars we 
acknowledge that every school boy knows that 
if a tax is placed on cigars this tax becomes a 
part of the COST of producing and marketing 
the cigars and ts therefore paid by the men 
who ultimately CONSUME the cigars. When 
Uncle Sam said to tax cigars so much per 
thousand be did not say to the manufacturer 
you pay so much, and to the distributor you 


oe Se atte —- 
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pay so much. He only put one tax on cigars. 
He did likewise with motion picture patrons, 
he put one tax on them and he also put one 
on the film producers. He might as well add 
the tax on paper that the cigars are wrapped 
in all to the cigar tax as to add the tax on 
films all to the tax of the showman. You say, 
“Those of us who are not shouldering a gun 
and offering our lives, as the flower of the 
nation’s young men are doing, will do well to 
face whatever music remains to be faced at 
home.’’ 

Taking your own statement to be true, why 
don’t you do your part im aceordance with your 
idea? Why do you ask we exhibitors to do it 
for you? We for one do not intend to.

Chicago, Nov, 12.—What it is possible for 
properly-designed organization to achieve has 
been demonstrated clearly by the manner In 
which members of the Chicago Motion Picture 
Theater Owners’ Association have been given 
practical assurance that they will not be both- 
ered by the 15c per reel tax demanded by the 
exchanges. The World Exchange gave the 
committee which visited them with the power 
of wholesale cancelations the same assurance 
that previously enacted contracts would be 
lived up to, irrespective of the levy, without 
cancellations on the part of the exchange, that 
had previously been given by George Kleine’s 
K-E-S-E management. 

It is now an open implication that member- 
ship in this branch of the A. E. A practically 
insures the hicky individual against the work- 
ings of this levy. Individuals find it impos 
sible to fight the edicts of the exchanges and 
feel forced to pay the levy, tho reluctantly, 
whereas the strength of united membership acts 
as a fine steadying force when the demands of 
the exchanges are met by stern refusal, 

It is confidently anticipated that the same 
satisfactory assurances will be received from 
exchanges all the way down the line, with the 
possible exception of Pathe, which has been es- 
pecially obdurate. Some of the members have 
been paying the tax to the Pathe exchange 
under protest, acting upon the advice of attor- 
neys, so that their service may not be inter- 
rupted. However, it is their intention to bring 
suit for reimbursement of the amounts paid as 
soon as the amount of levies shall reach a fig- 
ire of sufficient import to warrant litigation. 

In this connection it is interesting to con- 
trast the manner in which the local A, E. A. 
proceeds with the action taken by the Illinofs 
chapter of the Motion Picture League of Amer- 
im. Over a week ago one of the exhibitors 
embraced in the latter’s membership decided 
to bring court action for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a test case. The attorney Was en- 
gaged and everything proceeded as if the ar 
gressive individuals ‘‘meant business.’*’ But

ELECTRICAL SIGNS 


Ordered Extinguished Between Certain 
Hours 


Washington, Nov. 12.—Interest is being shown 
here and over the country in the order of Fuel 
Administrator Garfield to the effect that in order 
to conserve coal advertising signs and other 
outdoor electrical display must not be lighted 
before 7:45 o’clock in the evening and must be 
extinguished at 11 o'clock.

Judging from recent events the exchanges 
which stand highest in the regard of the ex- 
hibltors are: Kleine, World, Pathe and Unit- 
versal, because of their beroic action in trying 
to collect the Ic per reel tax. You con 
(magine how these exhibitors hate Mutual, 
Hoffman, et al., for refusing to levy it. 

It must make the Composers’, Authors’ and 
lublishers’ Society tremble terribly to know that 
Triangle has set its stamp of disapproval upon 
its endeavor to collect the annual fee. Imagine 
how Wilson feels when the Kaiser says he 
hates him. 

How will Russia's new catastrophe affect the 
exporting firms who treated her with the con. 
sideration due a loyal ally? 

And when we thought the Central Park Thea- 
ter and the Orystal spelt the last words in 
motion picture houses along comes the Madt- 
so Square, on Madison street and Cicero 
avenue, showing that that part of the far West 
Side intends to hold its own in the matter of 
Picture house prestige.

Offers Aid to Exhibitor Against Film War Tax 


A hot fight is now in progress against the film war tax, represented on one side by 
the National Association of Motion Picture Industry, composed principally of advance 
deposit producers and a few officials of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of America, 
and on the other side the American Exhibitors’ Association, the new national body of 


The tax that the film producers are trying to impose on the erhibitor is 15¢ a reel. 


Christmast ide 


This would, in the course of a year, cost each exhibitor in the United States about $500. 
Furthermore, the tax is a direct attempt to gather war profits from the exhibitors by 
these producers, because the actual tax doesn’t amount to over $5 on a reel, while 15¢ 
a reel figures a profit of $200 on each five-reel feature for the film producers annually. The 
American Exhibitors’ Association has taken a déeided stand against this imposition: many 
telegrams and letters of congratulation have been received by their officials during the 
Past week and many exhibitors are appreciating the work o1 the A. E. A., for every day 
exhibitors by the score are joining this new organization. 


The battle line is now keenly drawn and the exhibitors are winning. The fight may 
be a short or long one, but it will never end unti} the exhibitors are victorious. The film 
Producers are already divided, because several of the largest and very best producers have 
seen what this small band of advance deposit producers are trying to do, and they have 
come out on the side of the exhibitor and are willing to absorb the tax. Among these are 
Mr. Freuler, of the Mutual Film Corporation; the Triangle Distributing Corporation, the 
Four Square Company, headed by Mr. Hoffman; the Standard Film Company and Art 
Dramas Film Service, and indications are that before another week two or three more of 
the most important producers will see their mistake and discontinue charging the tax. 


Rumors are that Kleine-Edison, Universal-Bluebird and Vitagraph did not approve 
of charging the exhibitors this tax, but were led to believe that all the film producers 
were charging it and felt that they should do likewise. These three companies always 
have been very fair with the exhibitor in their methods of trade, and will, no doubt, do 
the right thing now. 


The A. E. A. again asks every exhibitor to stand against this film tax with all 
his might, and we offer the following suggestion for your fight: The first weapon is to 
cancel any service which adds the film tax to the contract and to book film from the com- 
penies that do not ask the tax. We have already had results from the first week's pro- 
tests. In fact, few exhibitors have paid the tax and where the tax was paid it was paid 
under protest. If you find it- necessary, thru stress or force, to pay the tax on one or two 
films, be sure and notffy your exchange that you are paying only under protest. We 
further suggest that you keep a record of all amounts of film tax you have paid or may 
pay. together with the losses that accrued, caused by delay or by having your show held 
up. Our attorney advises us that the film tax is collectable from any exchange if it has 
been added to the bill of film service without the consent of the exhibitor. Furthermore, 
all exhibitors in every city and in the neighborhoods of larger cities are advised to meet 
and to work out the best means according to their local conditions to fight the film tar 
to the end. Many exhibitors have already done this. Some have planned to close their 
theaters rather than pay. In one instance the exhibitors of one city, realizing that there 
was not enough No Film Tag Service for all theaters, have arranged to close part of the 
theaters and divide the recefPts of those that remain open between them. Another group 
of theaters are going to alternate and one theater close down and other remain open each 
day. Where competition is close this plan would not only help solve the film tax question, 
but be a great preventative of ruinous competition. 

All the exhibitors need is to GET TOGETHER and SIT TIGHT. Where an arrange- 
ment is made and a body of exhibitors have outlined their plans, a written memorandum 
should be given between exhibitors to prevent any misunderstanding. If unable to cancel 
service immediately, we advise that exhibitors book at least one or two films of No Film 
Tax Service, Even one reel is important, and if that is all you can book, then do your 
bit with one reel. 

We are informed that during the coming week this Film Monopoly will C. 0. D. 
every exhibitor who refuses to pay the film tax. Exhibitors are advised to consult their 
local attorneys in such cases and to enforce lawful remedies which they have under those 
circumstances. A record of your experiences will be valuable. Mail communications to-

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SHOWMEN’S LEAGUE HAS HOUSE- 
WARMING AT NEW QUARTERS 


Many Members and Guests From All Parts of the 
Country Attend Festivities—Excellent. 
Entertainment Program 
Provided 


Chicago, Nov. 10.—The housewarming held 
.at the Shovrmen’s League of America Club 
Rooms last evening will go down in history as 
another of those wonderful affairs given by this 
organization, Between one hundred and twenty- 
five and one hundred «nad ‘Jfty members and 
guests were present, including some from New 
York, California, Arkansas and many other 
States. 


The affair was given a great start in the 
regular meeting, which preceded the entertain- 
ment, by the presentation of the applications of 
Charles R, Hall, general superintendent of the 
Coliseum, for a life membersbip in the League; 
Joseph Raymond, Thomas Hisiop, Michael H. 
Barnes, E. B. Hyde, J. W. Merceller, Louis Ar- 
cher and James Campbell for regular member- 
ships. All the applications were acted upon 
favorably by the Board of Governors, and as 
Many of the new members as possible were im- 
mediately notified. Walter F. Driver, of the 
U. S. Tent & Awning Co., donated $105 to the 
League on behalf of his firm. President John 
B. Warren made a brief talk on the early his- 
tory of the League, and prophesied that the 
hext housewarming of the .order would be 
when it moved into its own building, and that 
in the very near future, 


Following the adjournment of the regular 
meeting the doors were thrown open and the 
friends and guests began to pour in. MHeinley’s 
Jazz Band opened the festivities, Steve Juhasz 
borrowed a perfectly nice pack of playing cards 
from Mike Bodkins and turned it into a regular 
village cut up. Cards mysteriously appeared 
and disappeared, passed thru the air right in 
front of the watchful showwmen without their 
being able to see them until they landed, and did 
all kinds of other stunts. Then Chas. B. 
Chrysler appeared on the scene with an ordinary 
papier mache tea pot, and after a fine opening 
spiel on spirits and their peculiarities invoked 
the aid of all the departed ones in general to in- 
vade his tea pot and answer questions. In or: 
der to show there were no confederates con- 
cealed he called on Dr. Max Thorek, Judge 
Goodnow and other trustworthy citizens to ask 
a few questions, the answers to which were 
whispered into their ear via the spout of a tea 
kettle. He then went a step further, as the 
spirit control was working nicely, and placed 
the kettle on a table, and had it tell secrets 
right out loud. Among those who had the veil 
of their past rudely torn aside were Walter F. 
Driver, John B, Warren and Col. F. T. Cum- 
mings. The members were then allowed to call 
for selections of music, which the spirits sang 
and played. Following the spirit demonstration 
*“Jimmy’’ Henshel and his orchestra played col- 
lectively and individually and won rounds of 
applause. 


Some excellent talent was provided, both la- 
dies and gentlemen, who sang and played, add- 
ing much to the enjoyment of the evening. 

One of the enjoyable incidents that occurred 
during the regular program was the presenta- 
tion to the Showmen’s League of a beautiful 
bronze statuet of an elephant standing on a 
bronze ball representing the world, and resting 
on a handsome boxwood base, a natural wood 
formation representing the work of Mother Na- 
ture, with the exception of the highly polished 
finish to which the root had been treated. The 
elephant is the work of a famous Japanese 
artist and is hand wrought in genuine bronze, 
with real ivory tusks, and is a work of art rep- 
resenting not only intrinsic value, but something 
that could never be replaced, as the same base 
formation would never be duplicated by nature. 
The statuet was presented to the league by C. 
G. Entzminger, with the compliments of Takito- 
Ogawa, dealers in Japanese mtrchandise, and 
known thruout the show world as the ‘‘Vase 
House.”” No more appropriate gift could have 
been made, as the elephant is the emblem of 
the Showmen’s League. In presenting the token 
Mr. Entzminger gave an interesting talk, re- 
garding the making of the statuet and the for- 
mation of the base. The boxwood tree, from 
the root of which the base is made, grows among 
the rocks in the mountains of Japan. It gets 
the peculiar knotty formation and peculiar 
shape from being forced to grow in this man- 
ner and gains value from the fact that no two 
reots are ever alike. This particular root is 
probably two centuries old. The roots are so 
hard that it is almost impossible to cut them. 

President Warren accepted the gift for the 
League in an appropriate speech. H. C. Wil- 
bur instructed the league to purchase a glass 
case for the elephant and send the bill to him. 

During the addresses and entertainment a 
sumptuous lunch with all necessary liquid re- 
freshments was served. This was topped off 
with a dessert in the shape of a mammoth cake, 
20x29 inches and 8 inches high, donated by Wal- 
ter F. Driver. The top of the cake was dec- 
orated with the emblem of the league and a 
beautiful design worked around this with fancy 
frostings.

The National Outdoor Amusement Exposition 


Will Try Next Season To Realize 
Some of William Judkins 
Hewitt’s Suggestions 


By GEO. J. MENDELSOHN 


“We are waiting for the man that is to take the initiative and declare himself for 
the ‘new idea.’ The field will be all his—all of it. We are waiting, gentiemen.”' These 
words, written by William judkins Hewitt in a recent issue of The Billboard, are re- 
sponsible for this publication of the plans laid out by the newly organized National 
Outdoor Amusement Exposition for the summer season of 1918. Last winter a number of 
modern and progressive showmen intended to break away from the oldtime carnival 
schedule, as seen with most of the present carnival organizations on the read, but the 
outbreak of the war and the uuseitied railroad conditious prevented the realization of said 
plans at that time. All this season some of the backers of this ‘*new idea’ carnival or- 
gavization—and they are all showmen of fame, integrity, experience and ability—bave 
looked the @eld over carefully. They havegtraveled with various shows all over the country 
to locate the best spots for a tryout of their idea next season, and they are getting in 
touch daily with experienced men in all lines of the game to interest them in furthering 
the idea and be on the band wagon when the National Outdoor Amusement Exposition 
opens its season in May on the sireets of St. Louis, Mo. 

What is the ‘new idea’’ anyuow? The men behind and with the National Outdoor 
Amusement Exposition are willing to submit their plans to the show world and are in- 
viting criticism thru the columns of The Billboard. They are of the opinion that only 
by open discussion of the vital questions in the game the carnivals—as they are at 
present conducted—can be kept alive in a new and better form. Let us give the show 
world in as few words as possible some of the principal ideas and foundation rules of 
the National Outdoor Amusement Exposition. 

The National Outdoor Amusement Exposition is intended to be a co-operative or- 
ganization of acknowledged showmen of good reputation and experience. Each and every 
one connected with these shows will receive, besides his or her salary, one or more shares 
of the stock of the corporation free of any charges. This will be done to interest every 
one connected with the show in the financial success of the enterprise, and to the backers 
of the National Outdoor Amusement Exposition it seems to be only fair that the people 
helping to produce the results should at the same time also be beneficiaries of the finan- 
cial. profits of the enterprise. A bvard of active sbowmen connected with the shows will 
help the management to conduct tue affairs of the enterprise. 

The lineup of the National Outdoor Amusement Exposition will consist of four rides, 
eight shows and Dot more tuaD Lvecu.S-fve concessions, And rigbt here the ‘‘new idea’ 
sets in and might make or destroy the new enterprise. As Mr. Hewitt said some weeks 
ago in The Billboard: The more riding devices you carry the better the public will like 
your shows. It is without questivg af erttonssed iact that good-looking and reliable 
riding devices are the backbone of every outdoor amusement enterprise, and in nine out 
of ten cases Lue pus « R eo bY Les Peding devices and its 

In regard to the show lineup: The admission to each and every one of the eight 
shows on the ground will be the same—twenty five cents for the adults and ten cents for 
cbildren under fourteen years. Combination tickets, good for one admission to every 
show on any day of the week, Saturday included, will be sold at the price of $1.50 for 
adults and fifty cents for children The National Outdoor Amusement Exposition wil: try 
to do away with the dive and ten-cent shows on the carnival ground for the following 
reason: The times are over when the public will patronize cheap shows. .The big flash 
of a “Ten in Nothing’’ might be good enough tur the country folks, bat the soplisticated 
class 9f people absolutely refuses to patronize the carnivals on account of the cheap shows. 
They refuse to be fooled all the time, and even if they spend only a nickel or a dime to 
get fooled they get sore and judge the entire shows by the one disappointment. The people 
are without any doubt willing to spend money provided they get their money's worth, and 
the big question of success or failure for the National Outdoor Amusement Expusition 
consists in the real solution of the show end of tbe enterprise. 

Give the people something new—that is the cry everywhere in the show world. Here 
is the lineup as planned at the present time for the National Outdoor Amusement Expvsitivn: 

No. 1. The Midway Zoo—A big iwenagerie consisting of at least six huudred speci- 
mens of small and interesting animals not knuwn to the average person thruout the 
country, with intelligent men on the inside to explain the peculiarities of the animals. 
Features: The Monkey Hotel, big glass cage with at least fifty to sixty monkeys of dif- 
ferent kinds, and a real smake house with as many large snakes as can be obtained. 
Look at the people from smaller cities when they visit the big cities, especially when 
they have children along. The first outing leads them to the local zoo. 

No. 2. Takaharu Maju, the Japanese actress with her troupe of twelve Japanese 
actors in the Japanese dramalets, The Garden of the Geishas and Under the Cherry Blos- 
soms. A real Japanese theater with Japanese actors, showing Japanese life and acting 
~S yag Japanese language. We do not know of any carnival carrying an attraction like 


No. 3. Pierrot and Columbine, shadow pantomime, featuring plastic art poses and 
the Dances of the Nations. 

No. 4. The Revue of 1918, a real musical revue of the happenings of the winter and 
spring season, played by an organized musical comedy company of five principals and 
eight chorus girls, with own orchestra of five pieces. 

‘o. 5. The Progress of the World, big auditorium with stage in center, where real 
lecturer and experts give an idea of the latest inventions and the modern progress of 
Science, ag and culture. Explained by a number of practical experiments and 
numerous slides, he Midway Zoo and the Progress of the World are especially adapted 
for schvol children’s matinees, as they are strictly educativnal. 

No. 6. The European Circus, a real one-ring circus, as they have in France and 
Germany. With -trained animal acis, real acrobats, high wire artists, trapeze acts, ete. 
The so-called circus now carried by carnival companies is usually only a poor imitation 
of the real goods. And the.reason for it? They usually fail to put a real circus man in 
charge of this attraction, Give the people a combination of circus and trained animal 
show and they probably will be more pleased than at present. 

No. 7. The Midway Minstrels, not a plantation show, but a white minstrel show, at 
present not carried with any carnival on the road, 

No. 8 Wonderland, illusions, freaks, Trip to Mars, Katzenjammer Kids and other 
amusement devices; also exhibitions now carried in up-to-date twenty-in-one shows—all 
combinéd under one big top. A big show for itself and worth an admission of 25 cents. 

Here you have the National Outdoor Amusement Expusition lineup, as contemplated 
at the present time, for your approval or criticism, showmen, 

And now, in conclusion, some of the other arrangements intended by the men behind 
the National Outdoor Amusement Exposition: 

A concert band of twenty four pieces, all American, will be carried, and will give 
concerts on a refreshment platform in the center of the midway. This is considered one 
of the best free attractions to be had, as everybody likes to listen to a real concert band. 

Only one concession of a kind; positively nothing which even could be used for 
grift. One flat rate for all concessions no matter how big or small, flat rate to include 
everything. 

Special cook tent and sanitary sleeping tents for everybody connected with the shows. 
Three meals at the rate of one dollar per day. Cookhouse conducted by the management 
and supervised by a committee of employees. No salary for anybody connected with the 
National Outdoor Amusement Exposition to be less than six dollars per week and complete 
board and clean sleeping quarters. You can not expect to conduct a high-class amusement 
enterprise with cheap and ‘floating’? help. Cookhouse for employees entirely separated 
from lunch stagd on midway. 

Neat and clean uniforms for all helpers during show hours. Baths and barber services 
free to the employees; also laundry. If you go to a five cent moving picture house you 
expect to see clean anf neat-looking ushers and attendants. Why not emulate the same 
principles in the outdoor show game? 

No wagon fronts for the first season of the National Outdoor Amusement Exposition. 
Attractive panel fronts are good enough, but Delco light plant and auto trucks for loading 
and unloading will be carried with the show. 

The National Outdoor Amusement Exposition does not intend to play under auspices, 
as no “‘protection’’ for a show of its kind is needed. An efficient publicity department ts 
considered better by the backers of the ‘“‘new idea’? than local committees, which are 
often only after their percentage without doing any real werk. Big circuses never play 
under auspices and do tremendous business. Why not big carnivals also? 

Here you are, Mr. Showman, The National Outdoor Amusement Exposition manage- 


ment does not hold back with its plans and ideas, and would appreciate discussion and 
just criticism in the columns of The Billboard,

BISPHAM—Lieutenant David Charles Bispham, 
son of David Bispham, the eminent baritone 
singer, was killed November 4, while making 
a practice airplane flight at the Hendon Course, 
Engiand, “er to information cabled the 
mother by the ritish Government. Young 
Bispham, who was only 19 years old, enlisted 
in the British forces last May.

CLIFTON—Marion P. Clifton, who was in the 
cast of the original Uncle Tom's Cabin Com- 
pany when it was showing at the Tremont Thea- 
ter, Boston, during the Civil War, died No- 
vember 8 at the Actors’ Fund Home, Staten 
Island, New York, in the 85th year of ber age. 
She was the oldest guest at the home, and only 
recently expressed gratification at the peace and 
quiet and contentment she had found there, 
Marion P. Clifton was a native of Ring vood, 
Hampshire, England, and was born in that vil- 
lage July 8, 1833, She made her theatrical pre- 
miere in 1852, two years after the death of her 
husband, John Clifton, to whom she was married 
in October, 1849. In 1864 she came to America, 
and made her first appearance here in summer 
stock at Boston, later going to Cincinnati, Den- 
ver, Buffalo, Rochester, St. Louis and other 
cities. In Cincinneti she played leads at the 
old Vine Street Theater. For six consecutive 
seasons she was with Maggie Mitchell and Kate 
Claxton. Her last appearances before the foot- 
\ights were in the Two Orphans and Searchlights 
of a Great City. 


CROWELL—Captain Amos Crowell, a_ re- 
tired sea captain and a pioneer in the asbestos 
business, died at his home, Greenpoint, L. L., 
November 8, of apoplexy. While with the H. 
W. Johns Company of Brooklyn he supervised 
the making and hanging of the first asbestos 
theater curtain in this country. He also de- 
signed and made the curtain at the New York 
Hippodrome, 


FREULER—Mrs. Augusta Jess Freuler, wife 
of John B. Frenler, president of the Mutual 
Film Corporation, died at the Family residence, 
Milwaukee, Wis., November 8, following an ill- 
ness of several months. Besides Mr. Freuler two 
daughters survive. 


FRETWELL—D. 8. M. Fretwell, father of 
Frank and Billy Colton, both of whom are well 
known to the profession, died at St. Louis, Mo., 
October 11, at the age of 78 years. He was one 
of the oldest showmen in the country. Buck 
Gardner, the oldtime clown, and Mr. Fretwell 
traveled thru Iowa with a wagon show years 
ago when that State was still a territory. He 
was one of the first to manage and take on the 
road the famous Five Cherry Sisters of Marion, 
Ia. The death of Pop Fretwell, as he was 
as known, will be mourned by many 
riends. 


GIACCONI—Mr. and Mrs. Ernesto Glacconi, 
members of the Boston National Grand Opera 
Company, committed suicide by inhaling gas at 
a boarding house in Baltimore, Md., November 
9. Despondency over the recent Italian military 
reverses is believed to have caused their action. 
The couple came to the United States from To- 
rimo in 1894, and have been connected with the 
opera company for some time. Giacconi was a 
tenor and his wife was a ballet dancer. 

HANSEL—Howell Hansel, aged 56, who was a 
member of the old Boston Museum Stock Com- 
pany in the years when that organization was 
renowned, died at his home, New York City, 
November 5, of a complication of diseases. He 
went on the stage at an early age, and was un- 
der the management of Charles Frohman for 
many years, appearing in Sowing the Wind, 
Lady Windemere’s Fan and a dozen other pro- 
duections. Under David Belasco, who was his 
manager for two years, he was presented in The 
Woman. He also played leads in stock in 
Pittsburg, Chicago, Brooklyn and other citles. 
Of recent years he has devoted much of his time 
to the moving picture business. When Thah- 
houser was one of the larger concerns he 
joined it and produced its much talked of serial, 
The Million Dollar Mystery, besides directing 
many other features. He directed for the World- 
Brady Company and was director of Tou Tel- 
legen for Lasky and Famous Players. For some 
months he had been retired from active connec- 
tion with the profession, during this time trav- 
eling extensively. 

HARPER—Andrew Harper, with Doing Our 
Bit, now at the Winter Garden, New York, died 
November 7 in that city. Death was due to 
heart trouble. He was 29 years old, and is 
survived by a mother and two brothers. In- 
terment was In Worcester, Mass. 

JORDAN—Mrs. Susie Jordan, wife of Thomas 
Jordan and a member of Paul’s United Shows, 
died at Findlay, O., November 6. She was born 
at Auburn, N. Y., in 1857, and had been in the 
profession for many years, the last nine of which 
were spent with Mr. Paul’s show. All who knew 
her ealled her mothér, because of her kindness 
to show folk. 

KENDAL—William Hunter Kendal. actor 
and theatrical manager, prominent in the Brit- 
ish Isles and in this cemntry, died November 
6 at London, England. William Hunter Kendal 
(William Hunter Grimeton) was born In 184%, 
and was married in 199 to Margeret Robert- 


son, whose stage name was Madge Robertson. 
Following the severance of theatrical relations 
with John Hare, with whom Mr. Kendal had 
been associated in the ownership and .manage- 
ment of the St. James Theater, London, from 
1879 to 1888, the couple came to America. 
From then on their talents were the subject of 
international appreciation. Their greatest suc- 
cesses, perhaps, were scored in The Iron Mas- 
ter and A Scrap of Paper, two plays of the 
older school. To Mr, and Mrs. Kendal belongs 
the credit for bringing Pinero’s The Second 
Mrs. Tanqueray to this country. The play 
elicited much criticism at the time, but in our 
day it is recognized that the Kendals were 
paying the penalty of pioneers.

WILLIA MS—Jobn D., or “‘Honest John,” Wil- 
liamsg as he was known to showfolk the country 
over, died November 8 at Oshkosh, Wis., fol- 
lowing a long illness of pleurisy. He was 63 
years old. John Williams was a man to emulate. 
A farmer’s bey, in his youth he aesumed the 
support of a large family, the bunien falling 
upon his shoulders with the comparatively early 
death of his father, and later on, by usxing 
straightforward and square-dealing methods, 
raised himself to a commanding position in the 
theatrical world and earned the sobriquet of 
“Tlonest John Williame.”’ Instead of employing 
holdup methods with performers he dealt more 
than fairly with. them, and they repaid him 
by spreading his name to every corner of the- 
atricaldom., It was thru his untiring and zeal- 
ous showmanship that Osbkosh came to be known 
as the best “one-night stand’’ In the country, 
and in that community he enjoyed a reputation 
euch as seldom is attained by any man. In ad- 
dition to his theatrical interests he was aleo 
actively identified with the skating profession, 
and in the °80s operated rinks in various Wis- 
consin towns, Of late years, because of the in- 
roads of vaudeville and motion pictures into the 
popularity of legitimate productions, he had 
leased the Oshkosh Opera House, of which he 
was the owner, and devoted his talents to the

letter, however, Mr. Creel stipulated that M-. 
Irwin was to be under the control of Mr. Sis 
son. He also instructed Mr. Irwin to proceed to 
order such material and equipment as he deemed 
necessary for the educational campaign in civil 
Russia, and informed Mr. Irwin that such orders 
would be paid by check from Washington. The 
clause concerning Mr. Sisson’s authority, how- 
ever, preved an insurmountable barrier to Mr. 

Irwin, and he wrote Mr. Creel, under date 
October 29, in which he declared himself as un- 
able to undertake the service imposed under such 
conditions, The essential portions of this letter 
follow: 

“From the moment that this country entered 
into the war I think there is hardly a man who 


has not felt every time he met another in khaty 
that he would like to find a way to do his “pjt’ 
and who has not been turning over in bis wind 
the question as to how he can actively support 
the President, and thus do bis part not oniy for 
the American people, but in the cause of de. 
mocracy. 7 

“In my own case I am too old to be a private 
and aw likewise too old for a commission ax q 
lieutenant, and could not hope to be a captain 
without a very long period of study and tra ning 
Therefore I was troubled because at a loss to 
know what I could do. But from the moweont 
I listened to your recital I realized that here 
was a splendid work in which I was thorely com. 
petent, Just as much as I would be for an of. 
fcership had I graduated from West Point 
or Avnapolis, and that accordingly I had ne 
right to consider my family, my personal re. 
sponsibilities, or my business, or permit those 
factors to influence me in’ not undertaking 9 
work which I knew I could accomplish to the 
fullest extent possible under the conditions ex. 
isting in Russia; in other words obtain the ex. 
hibition of educational motion picture subjects 
to the largest possible percentage of the Russian 
public and to all of the Russian troops withing 
the shortest possible space of time. 

“The endeavor to make the motion picture a 
factor in the saving of the lives of thousands 
of American boys by exhibiting to the largest 
percentage of the Russian public and to all of 
the Russian troops within the shortest perind 
of time; in other words, by getting the largest 
percentage of the peuple to thinking upon the 
same subject at the same time, involves a tre- 
mendous responsibility to the cause of democracy, 
to the support of the President, and to the Amer. 
ican people. Even now the Italian lines are be- 
ing crushed by the Germans withdrawn from the 
Eastern front. 


“Ilowever, you say in your favor of October 
24, that E. G. Sisson ‘will be In absolnte author 
ity,’ and that ‘all expenditures before being in 
curred must receive bis approval,’ 

“It is to be assumed that the recommendation 
by the Motion Picture Industry of me as a proper 
person to undertake this work in Russia means 
that by training and experience I am an ex. 
pert, qualified to form the best judgment to av- 
complish the end under the conditions as I fin! 
them, and likewise fully qualified to accomplish 
the execution of the plan determined upon. It ix 
also to be assumed that Mr. Sisson, who is an 
accountant, who knows nothing about the me. 
tien picture businese, and who bas never unider- 
taken the execution of a business plan of this 
kind, is not as well qualified to exercise jug 
ment or to dictate its administration. 

“Yet, in the final analysis, it would be Mr 
Sisson’s judgment which would control, fer at 
all times be would be privileged to exercise the 
power of veto, so that in reality I could carry 
out no plans witbout keeping in close touch with 
him and using the time and energy of ex- 
plaining them to bim and convincing bim in 
stead of meeting conditions as they arose aun! 
at all times would be subject to his disapproval 
either of execution or of expenditures involved. 

“To thus jeopardize the cause of democracy 
by placing this work under the authority an! 
control of one incompetent by training or ex 
perience to judge or to execute would in my 
judgment be unpatriotic. 

“To determine definitely upon a plan of pro- 
cedure before leaving fer Russia is, of cou «, 
impossible. It might well be that upon arriving 
in Petrograd, or Moscow, I would find that sue) 
motion picture exhibitors as there are in Russia 
would not readily take and exhibit the pic 
tures to the extent desired, or that the Ro«<ian 
public, which is extremely suspicious, weull 
not believe that the pictures were gent by this 
Government, becanse of the fact that the ex'')!t 
ors charged an admission, or that all the ex!/bit 
ors would not furnish re?iers to read the Rus- 
sian titles to the very large percentage of the 
illiterate, or that our enemies were causing the 
titles to be incorrectly read and the films to be 
destroyed by the operators, and that therefore It 
would be inadvisable at that time to establish a 
system of exchanges; that it might be deciledly 
more advantageous to obtain the largest theater 
or theaters In each of the largest cities, and 
operate them simultaneousir, Of course, with 
no admission price, from 9 o'clock in the morning 
until 12 o'clock in the night, or during the entire 
twenty-four hours if the attendance warrante! 
it, by the reason of the proclamations iseue! 
by Premier Kerensky, the military Governors 
of the Provinces and the civic authorities calling 
upon the people of Russia to see these pictures, 
and if necessary with extensive advertising in 
addition to the proclamations; the pregrams of 
pictures to be changed weekly, bi-monthly, or 
monthly, as the attendance warranted, so that 
each unit of pictures would be shown to the 
greatest percentage of the people in each city, 
and to continue this process thrueut the smaller 
cities until the hamlets and the crossroals 
were finally reavhed. Or it might be that affer 
the initial showing im the larger cities and the 
proclamations accompanying them the people 
would be so areueed and so anxious to see the 
actual social, industrial and econemle con/Jitions 
of this country that ther wonld be willing te 
pay the exhibitors admission price, and that tie 
product could be placed in the hands of the ex 
hibitors without undue fear of its destruction 
thru sinister influence, and that therefore the 
establishment of a erstem of exchanges woull 
be more expeditious and economical, 

“Whatever the plan determined upon each 
rember of the small organization taken from 

country would be thorely competent te 
te it, and to meet all conditions that woul! 


in fact, after quickly, but thoroly, gaining 
formation as to the operating conditions 
isting in Russia, a plan of procedure 
be laid out, and thé members of the 
\..erican unit would spread out over Ruesia 
with specific Instructions, of which each would 
be thoroly competent of execution. What se 
tion of Russia, I myself would handle is, of 
course, unknown, bat, after determining upon the 
method of operation and developing the specific 
instructions, my own work would be of the same 
character as that of my associates, 

“Under these clirenmstances I and mr ass° 
clates wonld at times be several thousand wiles 
away from Mr, Sisson, and therefore unable to 
properly explain to him or, if necessary, convince 
him of the destrability of necessity of certain 
expenditures or procedure, or, may be, unable to 
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communicate with bim at all. Such conditions 
would be both impracticable and intolerable in 
ibe interest of the results to be attained. 

“Evidently the conditions under which ex- 
vibit: « would be given to the Russian soldiers 
woul. bave to be met as I found them, for upon 
vopferring, at your request, with Dr. Mott, the 
yead of the Young Men's Christian Association, 
ye was unable to tell me bow many amusement 
eenters they intended to operate; how many 
would be in existing barracks; how many they 
intended to build; when these would be con. 
structed: bow they would be equipped: whether 
he would be able to supply them with expert 
operators; whether he would furnish experts 
with which to train operators; or what equip 
ment the amusement centers would possess, and 
| procured for him an expert and worked with 
the expert in laying out the full detail of pro 
jection equipment anits to meet all conditions, 
and bow you instruct me to put the ‘Y. M. C. 
\. matter to one side for the moment.’ 


“With conditions such as these it is apparent 
that the important matter of serving the troops 
with the educational pictures would have to be 
determined and executed, unexplained to or 
gnapproved by Mr. Sisson. I am inclined to 
think that with the press of important matters 
it bas been impossible for you to give sufficient 
onsideration to the matter in question, to real- 
ive that the proper execution of the work in 
Rossia would constitute a big business under- 
taking for which but one head must be respon- 
sible for the results produced. 


“In other words noe one not an experienced ex- 
ecntive in the bandling. distribution and exhibi- 
tien of motion pictures would be any more com- 
petent to pass judgment upon my plans than he 
would be to lay out for me a complete and 
sufficient equipment of projection, either with or 
without electrical current, or for exhibitions both 
within doors or without, for it was my intention 
as soon as the weather broke to give outdoor ex- 
pibitions to ten or twenty thousand troops at a 
showing, and to have portable equipment by 
whieh the entire population of a town could 
witness a unit of the pictures each evening. or 
to lay out for me complete exchange equipment 
te meet conditions ander which not even wrap- 
ping paper can be obtained, 


“It, of course, follows that I could not under- 
take to handle the moneys necessary for the 
work of the American unit any more than I 
would undertake to handle the moneys involved 
in the conduct of this company, and that such 
business mnet necessarily be attended to by Mr. 
Sixson, or some other accountant appointed as the 
oficial disbursing agent for the Government, but 
te place such agent in ‘absolute authority’ and 
to compel me to abide by a rule that ‘all ex- 
penditares, before being Incurred, must re- 
ceive bis approval,” would make accomplishment 
impossible. 


“With regard to receiving an appointment by 
the President I beg to refresh your recollection 
upon our conversation at your office the morning 
of September 18th, in which you stated, in re- 
ply to ations, that the executives would bé 
responsiMle solely to the President; that all ex- 
penditures would be paid from the Presidential 
Emergency Fund, and that we would be under the 
full responsibility of establishing a distribution 
organization in the respective countries to 
which we would be sent, and in executing the 
work of distribution. Tbis Mr. Brady confirmed 
by assuring us that we would be appointed for 
the work by the President. Moreover, my under 
standing from you was that the pictures to be 
exhibited in these foreign countries were to be 
presented as the pictures «ent by the United 
States Government. The title, which you say 
was suggested, ‘The American Cinema Commis. 
sion in Europe,’ implies that the executives were 
to receive a commission directly from the Gov- 
ernment. The authority to present these pic- 
tures in bebalf of the Government would not, 60 
far as I can see, involve any ambassadorial pow- 
ere. 

“As to the matter of salary this item can 

be entirely eliminated as far as I am concerned, 
and I have no doubt that’ this statement applies 
as well to Mr. Powers and Mr. Marion. The 
$5,000 per year, as you know, was considered 
for the purpose of partly covering personal ex- 
penses. With most necessary articles practically 
unobtainable, and with the prices of those that 
are obtainable advanced from several hundred to 
several thousands of per cent, and with the 
becessity of the American unit to take with it 
even stable articles of food, such as flour, tea 
and coffee, it is reasonable to assume that my 
personal expenses for which in traveling about 
Russia I could not always account to the Gov- 
ernment by voucher, would several times exceed 
the amount of my compensation. As I explained 
to you, I looked upon this item merely as one 
which would partially cover expenses out of my 
own pocket. 
“As to being given supreme power in Russia 
contuct the business at hand, and to direct 
the expenditures necessary to produce the quick- 
est_and best results, such authority would follow 
's & Matter of conree, otherwise no competent 
man could undertake the work. And this is 
precisely in accord with our understanding, for 
'n Your favor of October 24 you say that you un- 
‘erstand that the Motion Picture Industry ‘in 
return for full authority and all proper recagni- 
tion would take charge of the film campaign in 
Russia,’ and get in the latter part of the same 
favor you say that My. Sisson ‘will be in abso- 
lute authority,’ and that ‘all expenditures be- 
fore being incurred must recetve his approval.’ 

“As I explained to you, 1 would only attempt 
to handle the matter in a big way, fully con- 
“stent with the presentation by the United 
States Government, and with getting the largest

In reply to this letter Mr. Creel wrote Mr. Ir- 
win, under date of October 31, as follows: 

“Mr. Walter W. Irwin,

“My Dear Mr. Irwin—lI have read your letter 
with close attention and deep interest, and the 
change in plans does not affect my appreciation 
of your patriotic desire to serve. The authority 
that you wish was promised, and could only 
have been given, under the Motion Picture In- 
dustry's assumption of all expenses. Whey it 
becomes necessary for the Government to as- 
sume the entire burden it became equally neces- 
sary for the Government to assume control. 
“You are mistaken in assuming that Mr. Sis- 
son is an accountant. I have been placed in full 
charge of the entire Russian matter, and Mr. 
Sisson, as Associate Chairman, went to Russia 
a8 my personal representative, concerned not 
only with the motion picture end of our cam- 
paign, but with the campaign as a whole. 

“I have been fortunate in making some new 
arrangements tbat will carry out my plan effect- 
ively, and I shall always be sorry that our dif- 
fering views prevented me from accepting your 
offer of service. As new things come up I hope 
to be able to call upon you with every assurance 
of your willingness to aid.

It is a drama of no little intellectual signi 
cance, one which was written with a Prophetic 
vision, for, altho the play was written years 
ago for the French, just at the present time its 
appeal is rather personal, as the several char 
acters are, in a way, prototypes. It sets forth 
with a curious fidelity the evolution of thought of 
our own people who hoped so long for peace, put 
are now caught up in the maelstrom of war. 
Service is a drama of mental processes with 4 
direct message of patriotism. 

The construction of the play is perfect, and 
the development is so natural that the situations 
grip with their sincerity, The cast can be de- 
scribed only in superlative terms. ‘It would be 
difficult to imagine a more wonderful piece or 
work than the Colonel Eulin of John Blair, « 
creature of blood and war, yet with a suggested 
undercurrent that appeals always for sym. 
pathy in bis great unswerving passion for sery 
ice. Georges Flateau, as the son, gave a vivid 
picture of the pacifist, whose burning ideals in 
spire him to a passion of heroism so unselfish 
that it can only rise to meet the great occa- 
sion when it calls, 

Then there was Beverly Sitgreaves, that ster- 
ling actress, who is giving one of the best, if 
not absolutely the most notable, picturizations 
of her career in the role of the mother. Miss 
Sitgreaves plays the character in a subdued key, 
making it all the more effective. The balance 
of the small cast were all quite good.—E. ED- 
MUNDS FOSTER, 


WHY MARRY 


Chicago, Nov. 8.—Critics appear to disagree 
regarding the stage value of Why Marry, which 
came to Cohan's Grand Monday night, but all 
pay homage to the glittering array of stars in- 
terpreting the play, which was wrought from 
a short story. A glance at the list of no- 
tables, including Nat Goodwin, Arnold Daly, 
Edmund Breese, Estelle Winwood, Ernest Law 
ford and Beatrice Beckley, makes one wonder 
how Selwyn & Co. Managed to gather them al 
under one banner. 

A scientific young doctor and his pretty lady 
assistant, tho in love with each other, deem 
marriage impracticable because of their meager 
income—and around this theme a comedy is 
built which some critics deemed “sketchy” and 
otbers thought replete with comedy’s finest re- 
quirements.

0. L, Hall in The Journal—There will be 
plenty of persons to tell you that Why Marry is 
Shavian, but I shall not depreciate a fine native 
talent by making it out imitative of the genius 
of the wild Irishman. The Williams comedy, as 
American as the Stars and Stripes, is a dis- 
cussion, and an illustration of matrimony, good, 
bad and indifferent. 

Mollie Morris in The News—Patterned after 
—but, oh, such a long way after—George Ber- 
nard Shaw’s Getting Married is this Selwyn pro- 
duction, It needs cutting in two. They say the 
author and the rest are engaged in the task 
of trimming and welding together and perbaps 
they may succeed in making a worthwhile play 
of it, but never will it rank with Getting Mar- 
ried or The New York Idea, or even Anti-Matri- 
mony. 

Chicago American—It is the kind of comedy 
that makes a hit—are these three acts by Jesse 
Lynch Williams as presented by Selwyn & Co., 
by arrangement with Roi Cooper Megrue. Why 
marry? All the best arguments against it and 
nothing much to be said for it, except that 
it is a man-made institution from which in- 
dividuals cannot successfully depart. It is upon 
this contention that the new play is built.
